a tree and competitiwe ccomomy And, based on 
the world sstuation. we are relatively well suppled 
Numerially, we have approximately one practx 
ing physician available for every 1.500 of popula 
tian. We have 6,500 hospetals space for 
1,900,000 patients In the of wolumtary health 
insurance (depending upen whose figures you 
take’). 40 to 65 million Americans are assured 
of some medial care through parhctpation in about 
500 health insurance organizations. We spend al 
most 10 billion dollars a year on medial care 
through private and publu payments. Our annual 
bell for medecal research 1s 80 dollars And 
out 79 medical xhools spend more than 55 mullon 
dollars, annually, in basx imstractional expenses 

Now how have al! these factors influenced the 
gencral health of our people up to date We are 
the healthuest people in the world Life expectancy 
has zoomed fram 49 to 468 years in the relatively 
short span of half a century Our infant mortalety 
rate ws lower than that of any other nation, with 
the exception of Sweden 

But is the sttustron as sound as general statistics 
might lead us to believe? Is so perfect that 
would be unwine for us t contemplate major 
changes? The truth us that there are too many places 
where the system is distorted. There are too many 
vords, too many areas of weakness. It is unbalanced 
top heavy 

Let us look at post a few of thew 

It would be diffcult to convince resdent of 
Arkansas, for that Ameria nursing sup 
ply os adequate, when statistics indicate that there 
ss only one nurse for every 2,100 people in that 
state while Connectxut. on the other hand, has 
almost 10 times as many Shortages are by no means 
confined to Arkansas. Miswssipp: has one active 
practitioner for approximately 1,500 persons but 
m 4 great many counties throughout the natron 
there « not a single resident physician. In fully 
onetherd of our counties, the number of 
fulltune health ourses stands at absolute zero 

The situation regarding general hospetals us ewen 
worse The National Health Assembly im 1948 rex 
ommended a standard of 4.5 hospital beds per 
1,000 of population as adequate to mect normal 
needs How many of our states meet that standard ’ 
Not 2 ungle one! As a matter of fact, 40 percent 
of out Counties have acceptable general howprtal 
at all 

No one would call that a perfect picture. In 
some fexpects Our medwal facilities are totally m 
adequate, and in other respects they are so lopsided 
as to be completely out of the reach of muallrons 
of our people. The reasons for such umbalance are 
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not hard to find Medical practwe, like art and m 
dustry and commence, hav tended t follow the 
can centratan of populstran Even dactors 
and and physical therapedts, you knoe, mest 
cat additron. they require medal factlmes and 
a deverety of materwl that cannot normally 
he in rural areas Quite unreasonably, we 
al people to be com 
pletely altrurtx om choowng areas of practice whale 
we would never think of questioning the ethics of 
the lawyer. the men hant, or the who 
operates where hes fest market lees 

But. although there « doukt that some re 
of medacal servxes on a natvonal sale 
would have some henefxial cffact on the health of 
the public, that is still far from the whole answer 
To concede that maldistributron is the primary fa 
tor in our present phght m to assume that the 
millans who populate our larger cites are all well 
cared for. As a matter of fact, if it were possible 
to apportion medical serve on strat basis of 
population, we would be little better off than we 
are today. It is an appalling fact that some 80 per 
cent of us would still be totally anable to meet the 
burden of major medical expenses, oF would have 
to face cconomsk disaster to do In this, the 
wealthiest nation im the world, four out of every 
five people must live in constant dread of the h 
nancial distress that accompanies serous tliness 

Troe. we have evetern of free climes for the 
indigent True, our doctors contribute mullons 


every year in free services to those who cannot 


a fact which is too frequently overlooked 
to be realistec, we recognize the fact that ee 
are not a nation of charity scekers. Millrons of 
people hide thetr liness rather than appeal for 
help or face the gruelling experience that fre 
quently awarts those who must attend free clinics 
1 thenk | may say that the conditrons in our charity 
wards and clinics ure not those that we have m 
mind when we brag of “the finest medical service 
in the world 

We must hear in mind, too, that not all those 
who need medical (are are indigent in the sense im 
which we commonly use that word. There is en m 
creaungly large number of people who cannot in 
ommon parlance be classified as “poor,” but who 
nevertheless, are quite incapable of meeting the 
cost of chronw of mayor tliness. These are what 
we call the “medwally madigent In 1999 the 
Medical Association Classthed as such all 
people with mcomes below $3,000. Today that hg 
ure would be closer to $5,000. As I hawe aad, mil 
lions of these families are protected by some form 
of health insurance, and they are safe as long as 
their expenences with iliness are of 4 routine na 
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ture. But what happens when they need long-term

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Therapeutic Exercise for Pre and Post- 
we Tuberculous Thoracoplasly 


Patients 


A Study of Seventy Patients 


In the last ten years great strides have been 
made m thorack surgery for the tuberculous pa 
tent. Keeping pace with this advancement im 
surgery, it has become the problem of the physical 
therapet to asset the patient m preserving sym 
metraal bodily ahgnment, maintaming good mus 
cle tone. and regaming bis normal function and 
range of motion of the arm and shoulder, thereby 
preventing the development of the «<alled “chest 
crpple At the same time constant care ob 
served to insure that nothing will be done to 
bender the closure of the cavity or the disappear 
ance of the tubercle bacill from the sputum 

The purpose of a thoracoplasty ts to collapse 
the lung permanently, in order to promote healing 
or to fll m a space. The number of ribs resected 
subperiosteally, vanes with the size and position 
of the cavity wn the lungs. The usual surgical pro 
edure (adapted from Kinsella) conmssts of a 
paraxapular mcmon starting with the spine of 
the xapula and proceeding downward around the 
inferior angle of the sapula to the posterior 
axillary lyme On the first sage, the entire fret 
ob resected, a the costochondral punction and 
the costotransverse articulations, posteriorly. Also 
the second, thurd. and fourth from the costo 
transverse artwulatrons, anteriorly, as far as the 
mid-axtllary lene, are removed. In this stage the 
latessamus dorsi, trapezrus thombod mayor, part 
of the rhombeo:nd munor, mtercostals, serratus an 
terror, and «xalem: are affected 

An mterval of seven days elapses before the 
sxond stage, m whaxh the remamimng anterior 
stumps of the second, third, and fourth mbs, along 
with attached costal cartilage to the lateral border 


of the sternum, are resected through an anterior 
along the axillary fold curving 
inward underneath the nipple. There is extensive 
separation but no cutting of the pectoral mayor 
and minor 

Fourteen days later the third, and generally 
final, stage « done, mn which the lower two-thirds 
of the sar from the first stage cacised, and wg 
ments of ribs five, wa, seven, and soenetumes 
are resected in graduated lengths to end with « 
horizontal line of collapse. Agam, the a!

A hwe-stage thoracoplasty (adapted from 
Head) is sometumes performed on older patients 
because there is trauma and shock with thes 
muscle-splitting type of thoracoplasty

the first and second ribs, the balance of the mock 
ts affected, and a lateral deviation to the unoperated 
side may occur.

Early activity should be encouraged Surprisingly 
enough, the patient may often get out of bed on 
bis second day. Frequently, he performs his exer 
cises while sitting on the edge of the bed by the

The almost over 
wheiming mcrcase in needs furnished the 
for closer ewaluation and the mobilization of all 
resources to meet these needs tarly 

From May i through December jist, 149 
physical therapists were rex ruited and assigned to 
91 hospitals m 27 states At the end of the year 
there were 66 of these physical therapists remain 
ing in 49 hospitals im 21 states Wathout our 
knowledge of the shortage of phywcal therapssts 
for eweryday needs these hgures would tell no story 
Neither do these figures tell the story of the needs 
which were met locally with assistance from the 
Polio Recruitment Serve of the American Phys: 
cal Therapy Association. It was estimated that an 
additional 150 phywcal therapest) would have been 
required if the cooperation of ix al groups had 
not been secured The was outstandingly demon 
strated by the Massachusetts chapter which organ 
ized a polio planning committee and recruited 
physical therapists locally to care for the large 
numbers of polo cases hosputalined wm Boston last 
summer. Through agreement with the national 
Polio Recrustment Service no physwal therapests 
were recruited from Massachusetts to go to other 
areas 

Seven other chapters took beginning steps to 
ward permanent participation im local polio plan 
ning and action. We should also give high 
commendation to the many permanent physical 
therapists whose regular duties were so heavily 
increased. They did triple duty m caring for rege 
lar schedules, treatment of polio patients, and or 
ganization and supervimon of temporary personne! 

In August and September your Polio Consult 
ant had the opportunity of visiting eprdemac areas 
m eight states. This trip served several purposes
